Civilization. Spreads Another Grave 
Malady Among, tlic Red Men. 

It Is expected that wit bin six months 
tho National Indian Insane Asylum, just 
completed In Canton, S, D., will be taxed 
to Its utmost capacity. Insanity among 
the Indians Is growing, most cases hav- 
ing resulted from religious fanaticism. 
Tbcy arc naturally superstitious and hab- 
itually work themselves Into frenxlcs by 
their. ghost dances nnd .other weird cere- 
monies. As these feeble-minded red men 
received little care or atteotlan from their 
relatives or tribesmen, Senator Petti grew 
took the matter In hand and after asking 
for an appropriation of $45,000 In 1800, 
n'hlch was later Increased to $U0.0OO, he 
bad plans drawn and immediately com- 
menced construction. 

It Is a peculiar but significant fact that 
there wns practically no Insanity among 
Indians until their association wltli the 
whites. As It Is, a very large percentage 
of cases arc found among the linlf-brceds. 
This Is entirely consistent with the crim- 
inal records, which show that the half- 
breeds, Instead of being bettered by the 
Introduction of white blood, seem to rath- 
er combine the Iniquities of the two races*. 
Etch tli c Insanity cases among tho full- 
bloods aro shown by their maladies' to be 
the Indirect result of the supremacy of 
tho palaface. According to this It Is a 
fact that as'Clvllismtlon grows among r tbe 
Indians the Dumber of patients' will la- 
crease.

Philippine Com mission's Recommen- 
dations to Conffrcsa in a Nutshell, '.' 
'The following Is a synopsis of tho vari- 
ous recommendations made by tho Phil- 
ippine- Commission in its annual report 
to the Presldentr 

1. That Congress make appropriations 
,-to construct posts and' garrisons for tha 
army outside of .the towns, so that they 
shall not be quartered la tbetowus." 

2,'. That OongreBB bo requested to con;- 
firm the. legislation. of the commission al- 
ready, enacted and provide for a perma- 
nent form of government for the Islands, 
to be instituted Jan. 4, 1004, with Fili- 
pino representation before Congress. 

8, That the commission bo 'authorized 
to Issue bonds to buy up tho property of 
tho friars. 

4,. That an njipoal be granted from the 
Supreme Court of the tslnuds to the Su- 
premo Court of tho United States In nil 
cases between the Insular government 
and the Catholic- Church In respect to 
ownership of property. 

C. That the new tariff act of Die com- 
mission* be co n firmed by congressional 
enactment, and that Congress reduce by 
at least GO per ccut the United States 
duty on tobacco, hemp nnd other mer- 
chandise coming from the Philippine 
Islands Into the United States. 

0. That the commission be given power 
to Issuo bonds for tho city of Manila not 
exceeding $-1,000,000 for improvements 
In tho water supply and sewerage and 
drainage system, 

7, That tbe commission be given power 
to grant street railway, electric light, tel- 
ephone nnd other municipal franchises. 

8. That the commission be given au- 
thority to pass n general public land hiW 
making provision for the acquisition of 
homestead rights. 

0. That the commission be authorized 
to continue the present regulation of the 
cutting of timber. 

. 10. That the commission be authorised 
to pass n mining law similar to the 
United Stnles milling laws. 

. 11. That the commission bs given.pow- 
er to pass a law for the conducting of 
■legitimate business by corporations. 

.12, Tli ut tho commission be given spe- 
cial authority to issue charters to rail- 
roads, with power to make donations of 
land. 

13. That Congress enact n genernl 
coinage law providing for the gold stand- 
ard with local silver currency. 

14, That Congress enact n general 
banking law providing for tbe establish- 
ment of national bunks la the Islands, 

15. ; That Congrats- authorize the com- 
mission to appropriate Spanish nnd in- 
surrectionary seized' funds for school 
purposes

YOUNG MEN WIN IN CHURCH. 

Methodists Adopt New Canatitiitlon by 
It ci 1 11I red Vote, 

The conservative element In the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church has been routed. 
The younger members have won in the 
adoption of the new constitution which 
was -before the last genernl conference, 
held in Chicago In May, 1O0O. 

At "the conference thu proposed con- 
stitution was referred to the. various nn- 
nual conferences throughout tho coun- 
try. It has been announced that the con- 
stitution hns been approved by tbe neces- 
sary three-quarters vote. The vote Is ns 
follows: Yeas, 8,ltW; nays, 2,5111. The 
different annual conferences hnrc been 
voting on the new constitution for a year 
and a half and the subject htrs been the 
principal topic of Interest among bish- 
ops, clergymen and laymen. 

The conservative element, which op- 
posed the new organic law of the church. 
because It provided for the admission of 
women as delegates to the genernl con- 
ference, made war. on the new constitu- 
tion all along' tho' Hue, but met with de- 
feat.,-. The. vote, however, was exceed- 
ingly close at' times nnd the iinnl result 
seemed in doubt until the ballots had 
been revised. 

The result Is Interpreted ns a victory 
for the younger nnd more liberal element 
ia tho church,- With few exceptions the 
conferences embracing the large cities 
voted in favor of the changes proposed. 
The Southern States and the missionary 
conferences in China, India, Japan nnd 
those In other foreign countries gave 
largo majorities for the new laws. One 
hundred and twenty-one annual confer-, 
cnees voted on the question, a total of 
10,700 ballots bclug cast by delegates, 

Tho principal changes provided for by 
the new constitution arc In giving women 
the right to sit as delegates in the gen- 
eral conference, giving laymen's elec- 
toral meetings authority to vote on con- 
stitutional questions and It changes tile 
vote necessary In the genernl conference 
to amend the constitution from three- 
fourths to two-thirds.

"John Murphy, seaman, disobedi- 
ence of orders; mutinous conduct.

board ship); to be placed In solitary 
confinement In any navy yard at which 
the United States ship Portsmouth 
may arrive wnen her cruise Is at an 
end. At the end of his term or en- 
listment to be dishonorably discharged 
from the naval service, and a descrip- 
tive list of his person and the marks 
thereon to be sent to every naval ren- 
dezvous In the United States." This 
was the sentence Imposed upon a sea- 
man In. the American navy In 186ib 
The lash had been abolished, but the 
branding iron. was still In force, and 
discipline was only maintained by the 
most brutal punishments. An exam- 
ination of the court-martial records 
of the first quarter of the last century 
shows that the bo'sun's mates had 
no sinecures on some ships; on many 
vessels the sound of the cot falling on 
bored backs was heard continuously, 
and Justice wns never tempered with 
mercy. It appears almost Incredible 
that a man could receive 300 lashes 
from the cat-o'-nlne tails and survive 
the awful punishment, yet that' It was 
not an exceptional sentence is shown 
by the frequency with .which It was 
Inflicted.

^"Pcople'wo'uld And lesB difficulty with 
rendy-mado shoes," aayB an experi- 
enced Balcuman. "it Ihey woidd stand 
nirto. fltthem on.lnfltoad of .sitting 
dinvn.- Nine, persons out of ten, particu- 
larly ladles, want a comfoVtablo chair 
wlillo they are fitting a ehoe, nnd it'la 
Wit" the greatest difficulty ydli can get 
them to stand for n few. minutes? even 
after tho' shoe Is fitted. Then, when 
they begin walking nbout, tliey wonder 
why tho shoes are not so comfortable 
as they were nt first trial.

The Beet SiiRar industry. 

.A most Important article, giving 
Messrs. Oxnnrd's and Cutting's views 
on the beet sugar Industry In this coun- 
try, appeared on the editorial pago of 
the New York Evening Post of Dec. 
12, and as every household In the Innd 
Is Interested In sugar the article will 
be of universal Interest: 
.."The Evening Post bids the heartiest 
welcome to every American industry 
that can stand on its own bottom and 
make 11b way without leaning on the 
poor rates. Among these self-support- 
ing Industries, we are glad to know, la 
the production of beet sugar, At all 
events, It was auch two ycara ago. TVo 
publish elsewhere a letter written In 
3S09, and signed by Mr. Oxnard and 
Mr. Cutting, the chiefs of this indus- 
try on the eastern side of the Ilocky 
Mountains, showing that this was the 
hnppy condition of the trade at that 
time. . If parties masrjucmdlng as beet 
sugar producers are besieging tho Pres- 
ident nnd Congress nt this moment, and 
protending that they will ho ruined If 
Cuban sugar Is admitted for six 
months nt half the present rates of 
duty, their false pretenses ought to be 
exposed. 

"The letter ot Messrs. Oxrtard and 
Cutting wrb probably written for the 
purpose of Inducing the farmers of the 
Mississippi valley to go more largely 
Into the cultivation of beets for the 
sugar factories. This .was a laudable 
motive for telling tho truth and show- 
ing the large profits which awaited 
both tho beet grower and the manufac- 
turer If the Industry were pcrflevorbag- 
ly and Intelligently prosecuted. To this 
end It was pointed out that farmers 
could clear $05 per aero by cultivating 
beets, and might even make $100. But 
.In orderjto assure tho cultivator that 
ho wouw not bo expOBCd.to reverses 
by'posslblo changes In the tariff, they 
proceeded to show that tho Industry 
stood la no need of protection. 

"The beet sugar industry, tbeso gen- 
tlemen say, 'stands on as firm a basis' 
as any business In tbe country.' They 
point out the fact— a very important 
one— that their product comes out as a 
flnlshouL/rfrtlclo, refined and granulat- 
ed. It Is not, like cane-sugar grown 
In tho West India islands, a bjack nnd 
offensive paste, which roust he carried 
In wagons to tho seaboard n\il thence 
by. ships to the United Statcj, where, 
after another handling, it Is put 
through a costly refinery, tnd then 
shipped, by ral! to tho consumer, who 
may- possibly be In Nebraska, alongside 
a beet sugar factory which turns out 
tho refined and granulated article nt 
one fell swoop. Indeed, the ad-vu mages 
of -the producer of beet sugar forsup- 
plying the domestic 1 consumption are 
very : grent. "We hare no" doubt that 
Messrs. Oxnrtrd nnd Cutting are. with- 
in bounds when they say thj.t 'sugar 
cab be produced here cheapcy thau It 
can ho in Europe.' Tho reasons for 
this are that— 

"'The sugar Industry Is, if tor all, 
merely an agricultural ono. We can 
undersell Europe In all other ci-ops, and 
sugar Is no exception]'- • 
; "It follows as naturally as (Jio mak- 
ing of flour from wheat.- It we can 
produce whelit cheaper than Europe, 
then naturally we_can produ;e flour 
cheaper, as w,e do. 

"But the wrlterB of the lettei do not 
depend upon a-prlor] reasoning \3 prove 
that they cna inako sugar- at a profit 
without tariff protection. They jioint to 
the fact that under the McKlnlcy tarllf 
of 1800, when, sugar was free ol duty, 
the price of the article was 4 ceyts per 
pound. Yct'ft net profit of ?3 tor ton 
was made by the boot sugar, factories 
under those conditions, not counting 
any bounty on tho homo production of 
snftar.' They boast that they mafic this 
profit while - working under absolute 
free trade, and thsy have a right to be 
proud of this result of their skill and 
Industry. Many beet sugar factories 
had been started lu bygone years, back 
in the sixties and rcventics of the nine- 
teenth century, and had failed, because 
the projectors did not understand the 
business. Since then groat progress 
has been made, both hero and abroad, 
In the cultivation opd manipulation of 
the beet. "Wlint was Impossible thirty 
years ago is now entirely feasible. The 
Industry Is already on a solid and en- 
during baBls. There aro factories in 
the United States, Uicbc gentlemen tell 
us. In. their letter, capable of using 350,- 
000 tons of beeta per annum at a profit 
of. $3 per tou, and this would mako a 
profit of $1,050,000 as the Income to ho 
earned under absolute frco trade, 

"It must bo plain to readers of this 
letter, signed by. the captains of tha 
beet sugar. Industry, that the people In 
Washington who nro declaiming 
ngalnst tho tempornry. measure which 
the President of the United States 
urges. for the relief of the Cuban peo- 
ple, aro'-'ettber grossly Ignorant of tha 
suhjcctv'or are practicing gross decep- 
tion. Tho tenable ground for them Is 
to Bay.: ■'Other people aro having protec- 
tion that they do not" need, nnd there- 
fore we ought -to have more. than wa 
need.': This would bo consistent with 
the letter of Messrs. Oxnard mud Cut- 
ting, but nothing else Is so." .

Shaw It was officially stated also -that 
this appointment would In no' way Inter- 
fero with the 'retention In. the, cabinet of 
Secretary WIIhob. It la known that 
President Itoosevnlt has a high regard 
for the Secretary of Agriculture, who 
has made n greater, record than any ono 
previously in that oflke eloco it was es- 
tablished In 1880, not even excepting the 
famous "Jerry" Husk of Wisconsin.

mineral wealth, hidden away In soma 
unsuspected locality? Such a thing ia 
posulhlo, ■hut unlikely. Geologically 
nearly the whole or this country has 
been pretty well explored, nnd^ there 
iloes not seem lo he any prospect that 
It will ever rival 'South Africa as a 
producer nf diamond.-*. A few dollnrs' 
worth of thest gems per annum ap- 
pears to be about all we can reason- 
ably expect as an output. The enly 
diamond or considerable size that we 
produced last year weighed four and 
a half karats, and was iottnd. ulmdst 
thirty ml lea south of Birmingham, Ala., 
under rather odd circumstances. It 
turned up In a backyard garden where 
some earth hud been put In to fill up a 
few holeH. Presumably the gem waa 
contained originally In this earth; -a 
portion of. which was placed close to 
the house, where water dripped 'upon 
It from" the overhanging roof. By and 
by a little girl came out of the houst 
Into the garden. It had been raining 
hard, and she noticed near the steps a 
particularly bright pebble, which had 
been washed clean by the rain. Secur- 
ing it she took it lo her mother,. and 
later It was Identified as a real dia- 
mond of remarkably pure water. ..Ex- 
perts state that It would yield a cul 
stone of one knrnt and a half or-poosl- 
toly more.— Philadelphia Saturday Et- 
enlng Post.

the iflts cama'bn'at'IiTegular Intervals, 
lasting 7rom:-a ; few hours ■■ to several 
daya^atfd^yerhad no apparent 111 ef- 
fect" on -the .child's health:; Yet more 
alngular^ the seizures ^ppea"f ed to be 
in somo way' associated >Ith"»a young 
married, woman, a 'neighbor, Viid great 
friend of-tbe"gifi; When this woman 
vlBlted the house .the child, though In 
a cataleptic condfLion, got up and tried 
to follow her out Into the street. An- 
other time the girl was In a back 
room, the friend passed the bouse, and 
at once catalepsy supervened. Then 
the- doctor put some coins Into bla 
hand, closed It and held It over the 
rigid girl. "What have I. got In my 
hand?" Over and over again the an- 
swers were perfectly accurate. The 
young married woman left the town 
on a short vUlt, and her littlo "-Mend 
showed no untoward symptoms. Sud- 
denly some one said In ;her presence, 

"Sirs. has returned," and the girl 

Instantly fell into a cataleptic state. 
Dr. Fournler seems to have thought 
that the case was one of telepathic 
communication or anto-siiggestlon, so 
he hypnotized the girl and ordered 

her to cease believing that Mme. 

had any Influence over her.-. The com- 
mand was well Impressed upon the 
po tlcnt. who was then awakened. 
Since then there has been no return 
of catalepsy. Professor Lnncereaux 
declined to believe in "double Bight" 
or divination; lie thought, however, 
that the case was really one of auto- 
suggestion. He Inclined to think thoV 
the girl Imagined her friend had spe- 
cial influence on her, and thence fol- 
lowed the curious symptoms. As re- 
gards the doctor's experiments- with 
coins, bla explanation Is that the doc- 
tor thought of the coins and conveyed 
his thoughts to the cataleptic, girl. 
This, of course, Is telepathy or thought 
reading. As .If, this declaration Trom 
the learned professor was not suffi- 
ciently startling, he went on to give 
particulars of- a_ similar, case .v^hlch 
came under his. own personal observa- 
tion, A young married woman Was 
attached with Intermittent fever, 
which waa not only rebellious to 
quinine, but abnormal as to recurrence 
and duration, The young woman at, 
last confessed, that the attacks only' 
came, on when her mother-in-law was 
in the house.

XVnitu*errur Medicinal Valii* DUoot* 
.•r*d by Arlioii* Uoclor*. 

It Ih reported on what appears to be 
excellent authority that pure apple 
elder may-be used with good effect as' 
a preventive and a cure, of smallpox. 
The discovery of this new, and wonder- 
ful medicinal value In apple juice Is 
attributed to Arizona physicians. It 
appears that during an epidemic of 
the dread disease In that territory last 
winter, an attendant In a pesthouae 
discovered by accident that the use of 
pure apple-cider was helping hlapa- 
tlents, one of them having received a 
quantity from the east and distributed 
it among his fellow-sufferers. Resi- 
dent physicians made-tests with elder 
on other patients and found most grat- 
ifying results. A pint each day, In 
doBeseacb hour, drove away the erup- 
tion In from five to fifteen days, and 
the patients were entirely cured and 
discharged within a month. The med- 
ical fraternity In Arizona* and regions 
adjacent have fallowed up the matter 
with other experiments and Investiga- 
tions, alt of which have proved satis- 
factory. This will bo good news to 
the farmers of the eastern states and 
other parts of the country, where the 
products of the apple orchards during 
the' past few years have brought dis- 
tressingly low prices. That elder has 
valuable 'medic Inn! qualities has long 
been the belief 'or country people by 
whom It has been used In combination 
with wild ch«rry or other IngVedlenta 
for varlotiB ailments.— Leslie's Weekly.
